OFFICERS of the CITY of Dos LIN,

HE RE AS the City of Dublin is grown ſo exten 
five and populous, and ſuch unlawful Combinations 
and riotous Aſſemblies are frequently formed in many 
Parts of the ſaid City, to the great Diſturbance and Terror of 
ſober and induſtrious Citizens, that it is impoſlible for the moſt 
active and vigilant Magiſtrate to preſerve the Peace therein.

And whereas the Lord Mayor and Aldermen claim the Right

And whereas the ſeveral Guilds of the ſaid City out of 
which the Perſons are choſen, who are to be the Commons 
and of the Common Council of the ſaid City, have heretofore 
nominated double the Number of the Perſons uſually choſen 
out of each Guild into the Common Council of the ſaid City, 
and the Maſters and Wardens of each Guild within a limited 
Time, have preſented the Names of the ſaid Perſons ſo nomi- 
nated to the Lord Mayor of the ſaid City for the Time being, 
who in the Preſence of one of the Sheriffs and eight of the 
Aldermen of the faid City within a limited Time, hath elect- 
ed out of the Perſons whoſe Names have been ſo preſented 
the Number of Perſons uſually ſerving as Commons for ſuch 
Guiles reſpectively, which Perſons ſo elected have been of the 
Common Council of the faid City, by Virtue of ſuch Election 
for the Space of "Three Years, which hath given great Power 
to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the faid City over the 
Common Council of the faid Gity, and hath been attended 
with great Inconveniencies. For Remedy whereof, 


We pray it may be further Enacted, that the ſeveral Guilds 
of the laid City, at the reſpective general Aſſemblies of the ſaid 
Guilds, ſhall at the accuſtomed Time or Times, elect ſuch 
Number only of fit Perſons, out of their reſpc@ive Guilds, 
as ſhall be appointed to fit in the Common Council of the ſaid 
City, and that the teſpective Maſter or Maſters, Warden or 
Wardens of the faid Guilds, ſhall within the accuſtomed 
Times, preſent and return to the Lord Mayor tor the Time 
being, the Names of the Perſons fo reſpectively choſen by the 
ſaid Guilds, as Members of 25 Common Council of the ſaid 

. City

City, which Perſons fo returned, ſhall by virtue of the ſaid 
Election, be of the Common Council of the ſaid City, for the 


Space and Term of three Years, and ſo from Time to Time, as 
Occafion ſhall require. 


Provided that Perſon, before he is admitted to the 
Office of one of the on Council of the ſaid City, ſhall 
take the Oaths of a Common Council Man, and ſhall alfo 
ſwear as follows. I A. B. do ſwear that I am a Freeman, 
and a Reſident Inhabitant of the ſaid City, or of the Liberties 
thereof, otherwiſe his Election ſhall be null and void, and the 
Frecmen of the Guild in ſuch Caſe ſhall proceed to a new 
Election in the Place or Places of fuch Perſon or Perſons 
as aforeſaid. And in Caſe any Perſon ſo Elected a Common 
Council Man, ſhall decline to be ſworn into Office, or to 
ſwear as aforeſaid, when duly called upon, another Freeman of 
the ſaid Guild, ſhall be elected in his Place in the ſame Manner, 
as the Perſon ſo declining was clected, and alſo when any Va- 
cancy ſhall happen for a Common Council Man by Death, or 
otherwiſe, another Freeman of the ſame Guild, ſhall be elec- 
ted to fill ſuch Vacancy in like Manner. 


And whereas in Caſe the Maſter and Wardens of any of the 
ſaid Guilds negle or refuſe within a limited Time to return 
the Names of the Perſons by them to be preſented as fit Per- 
ſons to be of the Common Council of the ſaid City, then and 
in ſuch Caſe the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the ſaid City 
do Ele& out of the Guilds, fo failing, ſuch Number of Perſons 
as have been accuſtomed to ſerve for ſuch Guilds in the Com- 
mon Council of the faid City. 


And whereas the Maſters and Wardens of the ſaid Guilds, 
have frequently omitted to return the Names of the Perſons 
Choſen by the reſpective Guilds to ſerve in the Comn. on 
Council of the ſaid City, whereby the Power of Electing out 
of the faid Guilds hath devolved to the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen as aforeſaid, and thereby the Members of the ſaid 
Guilds have been deprived of the Right of Election, for Re-

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We pray it may be further Enacted, That from and after 
the Day of if any Maſter 
or Maſters, Warden or Wardens of any of the ſaid Guilds, ſhall 
refuſe or wilfully negle& to return the Name or Names of the 
Perſon or Perſons choſen by the reſpective Guilds to fit in the 
Common Council of the ſaid City, within the accuſtomed 
Time or Times, that upon Complaint to the Lord Mayor and 
Aldermen of the ſaid City, and due Notice given to the Per- 
ſon or Perſons complained of, and it appearing upon due Proof 
to them, that ſuch Neglect was voluntarily and wilfully com- 
mitted ; the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the ſaid City, or the 
uſual Quorum, ſhall, and are hereby required and authorized, 
immediately to disfranchiſe ſuch Maſter or Maſters, Warden or 
Wardens, who ſhall have appeared to have wilfully neglected 
to make ſuch Returns as are hereby required ; and in caſe of a 
Refuſal or Neglect by the Maſter or Maſters, Warden or War- 
dens, to make ſuch Returns, the Clerk of. the ſaid Guild 
ſhall return the Names of the Perſon or Perſons fo choſen, 
which ſhall be as valid and effectual as if the ſame had been 
made by the Maſter and Wardens; and in caſe ſuch Clerk ſhall 
refuſe or neglect, upon Application to him made, to make 
ſuch Return, ſuch Clerk ſhall in like manner be disfranchiſed, 
and for ever after incapable of holding the ſaid Office, or an 
other Office or Employment within the faid City; and in caſe 
not only the Mafter or Maſters, and Warden' or Wardens, but 
alſo the Clerk of any of the ſaid Guilds ſhall refuſe or wil- 
fully neglect to make ſuch Returns within the accuſtomed 
Time, then and in ſuch Caſe it ſhall be lawful for. the ſaid 
Guild, upon ſuch wilful Neglect or Refuſal appearing to them, 
within Six Days after the Expiration of the accuſtomed Time of 
making ſuch Returns, to appoint a new Maſter or Maſters, 
Warden or Wardens, and Clerk, and a Return ſo made within 
Six Days by ſuch new Maſter or Maſters, Warden or Wardens, 
or Clerk, ſhall be as good and effectual as if the ſame had been 
made by the former Maſters or Maſter, Wardens or Warden, 
or Clerk, within the accuſtomed Time, 


And We pray it may be further Enacted, That the Sheriffs 
for the Time being ſhall preſide in all Aſſemblies of the Com- 
mons, where they act as a ſeparate Aſſembly from the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen.
